CIRCLE JERKS, CHINA WHITE, T.S.0.L., CHANNEL 3, ADOLESCENTS 
and older ones like the WIERDOS, DILS, NUNS, AVENGERS and 
GERMS), Washington D.C. bands (TEEN IDLES, S.O.A., MINOR 
THREAT, NEW GOVERNMENT ISSUE, ETC.), and U.K. bands from the 
early days of 76-78(DAMNED, SEX PISTOLS, CLASH, BUZZCOCKS, 

‘ADVERTS, GENERATION X, SAINTS, EATER, X-RAY SPEX, CORTINAS, 
CHELSEA, 999, WIRE, JOHNNY MOPED, DRONES, KILLJOYS, USERS,
